1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

(I) Claims 1,3,5, 7, 9, 11,13,15 directed to a magnetic sensor having a voltage change 
amplifier film which contains materials whose resistance changes nonlinearly due to voltage; 

(II) claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 16 directed to a magnetic sensor having a voltage change films 
which converts the signal of voltage changing to a change in electrical resistance and amplifies 
the signal intensity of the change in electrical resistance. 

The species are independent of distinct because the two voltage change amplifier films have 
different electrical characteristics. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
